P&S Members Tell State 
Official Of Understafiing 


The Coffee County Board of 
Pensions: and Security held its 
quarterly meeting on Thursday 


morning, May 10, in Elba, and heard 
Ms. Patsy Jones, regional manager 
for the State Dept. of Pensions and 
Security, tell of the organization of 
the state department 

“The State P & S Dept. was 
recently reorganized,"’ stated Jones, 
‘tand the state board is appointed by 
the governor. The commissioner is 
the head of the department, whose 
responsibilities are divided into four 
offices: (1) Economic Assistance, (2) 
Field Management, (3) Social 
Services and (4) Program Support.” 

Ms. Jones also explained the 
responsibilities of each office and 
listed the bureaus under each office. 
These include: 

Economic Assistance - food 


assistance, child support and public 
assistance; 

Field Management - quality con- 
trol, county operations and staff 
development; 

Social Services - adult services, 
family and children's services, and 

Program Support financial 
management and data processing. 

‘*We at the state level are very 
pleased with the P & S program in 
the county,"’ added Jones, ‘‘and the 
local staff is doing good work in all 
areas. The recent Food Stamp 
review was excellent!’’ 

When asked about understaffing 
at the county office, Ms. Jones 
replied, ‘I know you need more 
workers, but there just isn’t enough 
to go around. Goy. Wallace has 


implemented a staff hiring freeze, 
and right now we're not adding state

employees. Due to the limitations on 
staff and funding the state must 
restrict services to those mandated 
by law. It is frustrating to all 
invotved."* = 

‘‘We have pride and want our 
people to do the best job possible,"’ 
said County P & S Board Chairman 
Fred Donaldson. ‘‘We want more 
people so we can offer more pro- 
grams to our people. It is frustrating 
to be on a board and make sugges- 
tions to better serve the people and 
then see no progress."’ 

County P & S director Ron Smith 
echoed the sentiment of Donaldson 
and stated, ‘‘Our four people are 
doing the work of 8 - 10 people, and I 
fear of job burnout. The pressure is 


great, and I wouldn't be surprised if. 


at any time a worker quit due to the 
mountain of work she must do. 
Additional help is needed now.”’ 


In other action at the meeting, 
the board: 

***heard Probate Judge Marion 
Brunson report renovation work on 
the County P & S building would 
begin in June or July, using county 
labor and $10,000 in state funds; 
***heard Ron Smith state from 
January 23 to April 16 the P & S 
Department had only three workers 
to serve 38,000 people; 

***was told Gene Lindsey, minister 
of the College Avenue Church of 
Christ (in Enterprise) had agreed to 
assist in implementing the THEOS 
program, and 

***wWas informed the Humanitarian 
Services Committee was working on 
an agency directory, church 
directory and civic organization and 
volunteer directory.

The long awaited construction at 
the Coffee County Public Lake took a 
step closer to becoming a reality last 
week when city and state officials 
toured the grounds in an attempt to 
finalize the locations of the various 
additions. : 

Mr. Jon C. Strickland, Grant 
Administrator of Plans and 
Programs Section of the State Dept. 
of. Conservation and Natural 
Resources, was in Elba to meet with 
local officials and reported a total of 
$150,000 in funds was expected to be 
allocated for the renovation project 
at the lake. 

“This is a good co-op project,” 
stated Strickland, ‘‘with $75,000 
coming from Land and Conservation 
Funds and $75,000 coming from the 
Game and Fish Division. With help 
from both the City of Elba and the

‘lam here today to look at the 
site and find out what needs to be 
constructed and where it should be 
placed,"’ said Strickland. Some

The Coffee County District 
Attorney’s Office revealed last week 
that it had filed a suit against former 
Probate Judge James L. Sawyer for 
payment of a $20,613.42 shortage of 
probate funds that occurred during 
his final term in office. 

Two former probate office clerks 
were arrested in connection with the 
missing funds; however, according 
to state auditors Sawyer must pay off 
the shortage because as the head of 


the probate office he was legally 
responsible. 


Named in the suit along with 
Sawyer are the Home Indemnity Co., 
a bonding company, and other 
unidentified parties listed as A, B, C 
and X, Y, Z. 

The fund shortage was dis- 
covered in early 1983 when a routine 
audit was performed prior to 
Sawyer's leaving office.

‘*refuses to pay’’ the money and that 
the loss or shortage of funds from the

‘The installation of new lines is 
complete,’ stated Anderson, ‘‘now 
we're waitirg on the delivery of new 
equipment. Once we get the system 
turned on we'll run tests to meet all 
F.C.C. specifications and then start 
going out to the homes. We will add 
a second sattelite dish, and now it 
looks like it wili be three-four weeks 
before we'll have the outside plant 
turned on."’ 

“When everything gets ready 
we'll convert our present customers 
and install new drops to all the 
houses,’' added Anderson. ‘‘When 
all the existing customers get new 
hookups we'll begin to sign up new 
subscribers,”’ 

Residents with cable-ready 
televisions will be able to simply 
hook up their sets; however, 
residents with older models will 
have to lease a converter to allow 


reception of the additional channels 
(13-19). Anyone wishing to receive 
Showtime or HBO will also have to 
lease a converter. 

‘Storer has made a substantial 
financial investment in Elba over the 
past few months,”’ said Anderson, 
“and because of this we'll have to 
seek a small rate increase. The basic 
rate will increase from $8 to $10 a 
month, additional outlets will be 
$2.50 and the pay services 
(Showtime and HBO) will be $10 
each, per month. A converter will be 
$3.50 a month. The increases will go 
into effect only after all existing 
customers get on the new systems.” 

Cable customers will be notified 
when and where to get converters, 
when the system is operational. 

Anderson will address the City 
Council on May 29 to explain the new 
services to be offered.

May marks the graduation of 
thousands of high school seniors in 
Alabama and the State Department 
of Veterans Affairs reminds these 
graduates that the State offers 
educational scholarships under the 
Alabama G.I. and Dependents 
Educational Benefit Act. 

If your are the dependent or 
survivor of a veteran who was killed 
or died in service, or died as a result 
of a disability incurred in service, or 
was a prisoner of war of the Vietnam 
Conflict, or is listed as missing in 
action, or is/was rated 40 percent to 
100 percent service-connected 
disable (20 percent to 100 percent if 
disability was incurred during World 
War II), you could possibly quality 
for up to 36 months of free tuition, 
books and instructional fees while 
attending any Alabama state- 
supported technical college, junior 
college, college or university. 

In addition to the disability 
requirements mentioned above, the 
veteran must have been a permanent 
civilian resident of Alabama for at 
least one year immediately prior to 
any entry into military service or be 
100 percent permanently service- 
connected disabled and a permanent 
resident of Alabama for at least 5 
years immediately prior to applica- 
tion or death, if deceased.

State Employment 


Service News 


More than 30,000 Alabama 
workers found jobs through State 
Employment Service during the first 
six months of FY 1984. Clifford 
DePriest, agency director, said job 
placements were 36 percent greater 
than in the comparable period a year 
earlier. 

The 32,515 workers placed, 
DePriest pointed out, included 5,773 
veterans, 9,972 recipients of un- 
employment compensation, 691 
handicapped, and 8,990 youths. 

“Increased placement activity is 
a good indication that alabama’s 
economy is on the _ rebound,” 
DePriest noted. ‘We are receiving 
more and more job orders from 
employers who ask our help in filling 
openings.” 

Through its screening and testing 
of job applicants, the 70 local and 
branch offices of the State Employ- 
ment Service assist employers in 
hiring individuals with the necessary 
aptitudes and vocational skills. 

State Employment Service offices 
are frequently the best local source 
of information on employment and 
training programs affecting private 
business. By advising the local 
business community on special 
employment programs established 
by Congress, the agency can help 
employers save money and, in the 
process, provide a boost to the local 
economy. 

Employers can save in excess of 
$21 million in federal taxes over the 
next two years as a result of their 
participation in the Targeted Jobs 
Tax Credit (TJTC) program during 
the first half of FY 1984. TJTC offers 
incentives to employers to hire from 
targeted groups of workers who 
usually experience difficulty in 
finding jobs.

There were two cases Saturday night of the Rescue Squad being called and 
after some time, families being told that no one was available to make the 
run. This upset several members of the rescue squad when they found out 
about it Sunday. It seems the radios used to sound the alarm were not 
working and no knew this. However, rescue members complained that they 
were at home and near the telephone if they had been needed. We won't 
attempt to get into that matter on either side, but have been assured by the 
police chief that he has already taken steps to assure no such thing happens 
again. Both cases were genuine, but apparently the extra time needed to 
transport by private vehicle didn’t become a life-or-death matter; but it could 
have happened. While we are writing about the rescue squad, it should be 
noted that there is a crying need for more volunteers. There is no pay in the 
job, but there is a lot of inner satisfaction in knowing you have helped your 
fellow citizen during a time of need. 


The Alabama legislature has adjourned from its regular annual session and 
immediately gone into a special session to handle a matter even more volatile 
than those that tied up the group for months during the regular session. We 
see a need for changes in the Alabama law that allows for the suing of fellow 
workers, etc., but don’t have the answer. We are not concerned about the 
lawyers’ opposition if their main concern is their fee; but we do agree that 
workers have the moral right to expect reasonable protection from danger 
and then compensation if injured. Now if a bunch of politicians, some with 
more than a casual personal interest, can rewrite a bill to do all the above and 
satisfy the politicians, then more than likely it would also pass the vote of the 
electorate. 


When the legislature adjourned Monday night without passing several major 
bills, we were surprised. It fooled us completely when the tax bills pushed by 
Governer Wallace failed to get out of the legislature, even when they 
required a vote of the people before becoming law. Also the bill to increase 
state employee pay failed, and being blamed is the head of the state 
employees association, or ‘‘union head’’. Opponents of the bill say he broke 
an agreement to accept a ten percent raise and pushed for eleven percent. 
That may or may’ not be the reason for the bill’s dying, but he sure puts the 
association bill in a bad light with the rank-and-file worker. . . and probably 
with the politicians who more and more look to these workers for a large block 
of votes on election day. : 


Everyone who mentions the matter to me is catching a lot of fish, or knows 
someone who did so last weekend. We have to take their word for it, ‘cause 
we were not there trying ourself - - - but one day - - - THEN I will do some 
bragging! 


The furor over the change of administrator to a management firm continues 
to claim many conversations around Enterprise this week. Board members do 
not agree on the decision made by the majority, and other folks are equally 


upset. Our phone rings, and Enterprise people stop us on the street for an 


opinion on this or that, but we ain’t gonna try to settle that battle. We do 
voice an opinion that if this were not a political year in the city of Enterprise, 
the matter would not be near so heated - - not that we don’t like politicians, 
but we sometimes detect that their comments are directed at the voters 
rather than at solving a problem. 


Lamar Rainer Jr., president of The Peoples Bank, is hospitalized in Dothan 
following a stroke. We join a lot of other folks in being upset over this news 
and cross our fingers in hopes that the final outcome will be good. 


Coffee County got some much needed rain this week. While we only got a 
little over an inch, it seemed like a lot more. The river rose over two feet in 
less than 24 hours. Other areas of Alabama got five to seven inches during 
the same period. . . something we can be thankful we didn’t get. With that 
much rain a little north of here, Pea River could be swirling around this 
typewriter in downtown Elba.

If this is not 
feasible, to begin to transition 
individuals into the labor market 
with positive job seeking attitudes, 
who might otherwise have no 
particular goals, is a secondary 
objective.

standing.’’ In another place the 
Bible says, ‘‘Wisdom builded her 
house . . . ignorance buildeth 
nothing.’’ 


Education is necessary to reach 
life's throne of success but it must be 
the right kind of education. Robert 
Frost defined education as ‘‘the 
ability to listen to almost anything 
without losing your temper or your 
self-confidence."’ 

To me, the final step toward life’s 
throne of success is the most 
important. It is the step of 
dedication. By dedication I mean a 
spiritual transformation - a dedica- 
tign to the living God who loves us 


and who wants, more than anyone ~ 


else, for us to be successful at living. 

Make the admonition yours that 
God gave to Joshua: ‘‘This book of 
the law shall not depart out of thy 
mouth, but thou shalt meditate 
therein day and nigtit, that thou 
mayest observe to do according to all 
that is written therein: for then thou 
shalt make thy ways prosperous, and 
then thou shalt make good success.”’ 
(Joshua 1:8). 

Good luck as you climb the steps 
up to life’s ‘‘throne of success.’’

Elba Students Score Well 
On Achievement Test 


The Alabama State Dept. of 
Education released the results of the 
1984 California Achievement Tests 
and the results of this spring's 
Alabama High School Graduation 
Examination on May 17 and the tests 
revealed that students in the Elba 
City School. System scored the 
average in both areas of testing. 

“The California Achievement 
Test was given to students in the 
second, fourth, fifth, eighth and 
tenth grades,’’ said Elba Supt. John 
Osburn, ‘‘and our students scored 
above the national average in every 
grade. This tells me that basically 
we are doing a good job teaching 
skills that a group of test developers 
determined students in certain 
grades should master. It means 
there is learning going on."’ 

The California Achievement Test 
(CAT) is a standardized test given 
nationally to students in certain 
grades that is used to measure how 
students use skills as compared with 
other students around the nation. 
The test is used as a guide by 
educators to chart a students 
p. gress during the years of schooh. 

In Elba, the second graders 
scored 7 months above the national 
average and 2 months above the 
state average. This means to the 
public that the students have 
mastered skills normally achieved by 
students that have attended school 
an additional number of months. 

The fourth grade _ scored 
extremely well and tested 1 year and 
3 months above the national average 
and 7 months above the state 
average. 

The fifth grade also did well in 


national average and state average. 
The grade was 1 year and 1 month 
above the national average and 4 


months above the state average. 
The eighth grade class was the 
only class not to exceed the state 
average; however, the grade did 
surpass the national average. The 
tests showed the class was 5 months 
above the national average, but 5 
months below the state average. 

The tenth grade class had very 
little trouble with the test and scored 
as high as could be scored. It ranked 
2 years and 2 months above the 
national average and a_ similar 
ranking among state average. 

“The second grades’ results 
show we are doing a good job in the 
first and second grades of giving our 
students a good basic foundation in 
the primary skills,"" added Osburn. 
‘The fourth and fifth grade results 
are again in indication that our 
children are getting a solid founda- 
tion in the basics. Even though the 
eighth grade scored above the 
national average the grades show we 
need to do more in reading and 
mathematics in junior high. The 
tenth grade scored extremely well 
and it too shows we are doing some 
things right! There is teaching and 
learning going on."’ 

“The CAT shows us how well our 
students compare with students in 
other states,’’ said State Supt. Dr. 
Wayne Teague. ‘‘For the first time 
in history the achievement levels in 
Alabama surpassed the national 
average in all subject areas in all 
grades tested. A number of factors 
have contributed to the progress 
shown by these test results. In 
reading, for example, we believe 
that the emphasis placed on reading 
skills following the State Board of 

ducation’s 1975 stahlishment io 
reading as a priority in Alabama's 
schools created a foundation for 
today's learning.”’
